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Foreword 

I N those sombre days of 1914, France, whose noble standard proclaims 
equality, was loathe to establish any distinction between her patriotic 
sons. To the intellectual, the genius, the peasant alike, she tendered 
a musket and pointed to the frontier. They left, all stirred by the same 
affection for the beloved of nations and in the full consciousness of a sacred 
duty assumed of free men. 

To many whose age placed them beyond the claims of conscription, rf 

the added burden of individual decision presented itself. In this connection 
nothing was more poignant than the problem of the artist. 

To him departure for war entailed a two-fold sacrifice. He offered not ^ 

only his life to his country but something to him far more precious: the 
vision within him of imperishable beauty, consciousness of which, in the 
artist transcends all, sustains him in the face of every alien element in life. 

To him the possibility of passing on before that bit of him which is immortal 
has become thru the medium of his choice, a part of the world s heritage, 
is to envisage an anguish of soul beyond the experience of ordinary men. 

To these artist-soldiers who made the supreme decision, the world is 
now indebted for these amazing drawings and paintings of the war. They 
constitute certainly the most extraordinary record of its kind ever brought 
together. All the more remarkable when the conditions under which they 
were executed are made known. Conditions always difficult, often terrible. 

There are sketches made in the trenches at two paces from the enemy, 
in the mud, amidst the roar of cannon; more ambitious compositions exe¬ 
cuted behind the lines, sometimes in hospital or German prison camps. 

There are satirical drawings, ample proof of the Frenchman’s flexibility of 
spirit which never deserts him, even in the face of death. All of these 
records have been lived and come from eye-witnesses of the greatest drama 
of all time. 

To posterity these documents, which are truth, will prove treasures of 
incalculable value. They will make it possible for artists of the future to 
share in all that this formidable war has held of sensation and experience 
for those of the present generation. 

One fact is incontestable: the soldier alone is capable of visualizing 
for all time the picturesque intensity of this war, the very engines of which 
are changing from day to day. 

To give expression to all the suffering of the poilu in the trenches, it 
must have been shared; the crushing weight of the pack, the bitterness of 
cold, hunger, mud, vermin, and the anguish of bombardments must have 
been borne. 

A glance at the names in the catalogue, which contains many of the 
foremost in the realm of French art, confirms the suspected sacrifices made y 

by the contributors to this exhibition; for citations and deeds of heroism 
follow one upon the other in quick succession from the first page to the 

last. ' 

To approach this collection in all humility, with deep appreciation of 
the quality of soul of the men who have made it possible, is to insure under¬ 
standing and joy in their unique contribution to this world’s heritage of 
beauty. 

French art is a national expression beyond that of any other modern 
people. Every picture on these walls is evidence of the deeper courage 
which this war has proven is theirs in such abundance, and the epitome of 
the national spirit is to be found today in the artist-soldier of immortal 
France.

The Medaille Militaire is an honor bestowed on soldiers and under 
officers and as an extraordinary honor to higher officers. 


The Croix de Guerre is a decoration instituted in 1914 and is bestowed 
for distinguished exploits by either officers or soldiers. 


The Legion of Honor is an honor bestowed on officers and as an 
extraordinary honor to under officers and soldiers. 


When either of these decorations is bestowed collectively on a body of 
troops (company, batallion, regiment, etc.), each member of that organiza¬ 
tion is allowed to wear the cord, or “fourragere," of the colors of the 
decoration. 

Red—For the Legion of Honor. 

Yellow—for the Medaille Militaire. 

Red and Green—For the Croix de Guerre. 


The Artillery Canvas (“Canvas de tir“) is an office where photographs 
taken by airmen are assembled to execute maps of trenches, etc.
